The Constitutional Revisions Canne iHeS heard briefs from the undergraduate sacieties 


of the various faculties on the Students’ Executive Council. 


Briefs were heard from Donald 
Gordon: (Music), Louis Cabri 
(Graduate Students), Gordon Pe- 


ters (Commerce), Terry Lindsay,

of statutory grants, but most,. es- 
pecially the BUS, indicated a 
need for extra money. Most use 
their revenue for social and cult- 
ural events; often. charging ad- 
mission to finance these activ- 
ities.

Parliament opens Wednesday 


This year’s Parliament will 
meet at 7:30 pm this, coming 
Wednesday and Thursday in the 
Union Ballroom. The public is 
invited to attend. 


Twenty-six per cent of the stu- 
dent body voted in the elections, 
casting a total of 2,061 ballots. 
Last year; only 33%. of the cam- 
pus participated in the elections. 


The Liberals lead in all facul- 
ties except Divinity, in which the 
NDP ran first. The Y.C.L. came 
last everywhere except in Law, 
where they tied for second, and 
in Medicine, for third.

Sharon Sholzberg, leader of the 
Liberals and the new Prime Min- 
ister, said that the Liberal Party 
was disappointed that it did: not 
receive an absolute majority in 
the ‘elections. “Without wishing 
to diseredit the other parties,” 
she said, “we feel that a certain 
percentage of the vote was a gag 
vote.”

“Somewhere 
on this campus are 139 people 
who voted Communist. If we 
could get four seats this: time, 
we can get more the next. 


“We will try to ensure that the 
Model Parliament is serious and 
constructive.” he continued. “We 
will provide constructive ideas 
and à serious opposition.’ 


There were ninety invalid bal- 
lots cast in the election, enough 
for at least two seats. It was sug- 
gested that this large number 
might reflect a protest by the 
students. against the general level 
of campaigning.

Since it was organized a few years ago, 
McGill's Education Committee has carried out 
several very ambitious and important projects. 
This past year’s survey of first and second 
year students brought to light many problems, 
solutions for which are now being sought by 
the administration. Similarly, the first survey 
on student finances focused attention on the 
heavy burden which faces those who seek 
higher education and impressed upon every- 
one the desperate need for government aid. 


The Education Committee has now embark- 
ed on another valuable survey. At this time 





when our new Union is under construction 
and the Students’ Society Constitution is in the 
process of a complete revision, the Committee, 
Is attempting to find out exactly what McGill 
students want from extra-curricular activities, 
and to what extent the present program is 
satisfying their needs.. + 

À sampling of the student population has 
been contacted and asked to fill out a detail- 
ed questionnaire, To date the response has 
been quite disappointing. Unless the commit- 
tee obtains a complete sampling, the results, 
if any, will be seriously endangered. It is 
unfair to criticize the status quo if students 
are not willing to co-operate in improving. it. 
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Despite the general tenor of the campaign, 
which ‘degenerated to name calling and tear- 
ing down the posters of opponents, 1700 
students cast ballots, giving 29 seats to the

Pakistan — Impressions 


Of course Pakistan is a country composed, not just of two widely different wings, but of 
wide diversities within those two wings as well, especially in the West, where besides English 


“and Urdu, culture groups exist speaking Sindhi, Pushtu; Punjabi and so on. One of the most color- 


ful of these, and a people | shall never forget, are the Pathans. These people, few in number, liv- 
ing in the northern part of West Pakistan and in the adjacent part of Afghanistan, are nomads 
and shepherds, wandering over the barren rocks of the wild mountain ranges of this area, They 
are historic guardians of the Khyber Pass, and well deserve this role, Fair-skinned, and with an 
origin that is variously attributed to the lost tribes of Israel, and Alexander the Great's troops, 
they are respecters of no one. Those who live in Pakistan live in a “Tribal Area”, a zone that is 
essentially autonomous, running its own affairs in most matters including taxation, To us they 


| cppegree truly fierce, friendly and generous, and mildly trigger-happy. Most of all, they are 
alm 


ost completely fearless, and due to this, and the continuous strife that prevails between their 


different tribes, they have an exceedingly short life expectanc

One of the things which made 
a very deep impression on me, 
and which I shall never forget, 
is the experience of living in a 
Muslim culture. I knew what to 
expect, but the experience of this 
environment and the attempt to 
conform to its mores, are impos- 
sible to convey. The injunction 
against. the eating of pork caused 
no difficulty. But most of the 
Pakistani students refused to 
drink alcohol, and despite their 
protestation that it was perfectly 
all right for us to do so, I could 
not fail to note that many of 
them seemed quite uncomfortable 
when we did so, At one party, 
one of the more religious boys, 
as I later learned, had to 
-wash his hands (according to his 
religious precepts) three times 


every time he shook hands with 


someone on whose hands a drop 
of liquor had spilled, a bit of cul- 
tural zeal which, while it made 
some of us smile, also made us 
realize that we had much to learn 
if we were not to antagonize or 
hurt our Pakistani friends. 


+ There were many cultural dif- 
ferences of this nature which we 
had to accept, and no doubt there

cept. The customs of men holding 


hands, and embracing, yet their. 


extreme modesty in undressing 
before each other, were typical 
of this. Differences ‘in table 
manners, and habits of washing, 
which involved what to us seem- 
ed rather gross crudities, coupled 
with extreme delicacy (to me) 
about when a man could 
walk around without a shirt, or 


wear short pants, all of these 


things made us realize just how! 
much we were products of our 
culture, . 


Perhaps most striking of :all 
was the Pakistani attitude to- 
ward women, Even amongst the 


relatively modern students with 


whom we associated, we found 
a general view of North Ame- 
rican culture as being more than 
faintly tinged with immorality 
and licentiousness. We were not, 
of course, able to go out alone 
with a Pakistani girl, and none of 
us had a “date” in the Canadian 
sense, Physical contact between 
men and women is strongly 
frowned upon, and I recall one 
occasion where a Canadian: boy

jokingly touched a Pakistani 
girl’s hair. She was distinctly un- 
comfortable. 


On the other hand, the Pakis- 
tani boys were not certain just 
how to regard our girls. For the 
most part they were very polite 
and delicate, though one or two 
attempted to take advantage of 
what they Interpreted to be our 
cultural differences In this. res- 
pect. Nothing makes one realize 
more acutely the subtlety of the 
rules of social conduct, the im- 


.portance of knowing just what to 


expect from the -other person, 
and the necessity of playing the 
game in precisely the traditional 
manner (though the objectives 
may be the “same), than these 
few fruitless forays. | also recall 
vividly the unabashed. stares our 
Canadian girls used to receive 
as they walked through the city 
streets, partly due, no doubt, fo 
the difference In clothing. which 
appeared quite provocative to the 
Pakistanis, and partly to what 
they had heard about North 
American girls. 


Pakistan is, of course, a very 
poor country, and we were con- 
tinuously struck with its poverty.

The absence of a sizeable middle 
class, and the almost hopeless 
chasm between rich and poor 
struck us all. What was most 
heart-rending for us was the re- 
morselessness of the situation, 
the faintness of hope that a poor 
man could ever gain the economic 
foundation to pull himself up by 


the bootstraps. Most of the living 


is hand-to-mouth, and what little 
is saved one year is eaten up by 
next year’s disasters: Much. of 
the new economic development 


- looked to me like a ghostly su- 


perstructure on broad base of an 
agricultural community that still 
wrestles with the earth in the 
manner of their ancestors, with 
the added difficulty of problems 
of salinity and overpopulation, 
and a birth rate. that inexorably 
parallels the increased rate of 
productivity. { 


Like my own country, Pakis- 
tan is young and vibrant, involv- 
ed in the painful process of self- 
examination, Like my own coun- 
try, It is a land of contrasts, and 
of several linguistic and cultural

of local self-interest result in a

ure lines In her face, But the 
fascination of exploring our dif- 
ferences, and the warm pleasure 
of discovering. our similarities 
have combined to produce an un- 
forgettable summer, 


To evaluate the effect of the 
summer on me, and the other 
Canadian students is something 
which I feel I should not omit 
entirely, yet something which I 
hesitate to do. For a few stu- 
dents, the effect of climate, phy- 
sical privations and cultural dif- 
ferences proved quite traumatic, 
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and for the more penetrating of 
these, this realization in itself 
could be quite beneficial. For 
many of us, the actuality of bear- 
ing witness to forms of: poverty 
with which we had had only a 
literary acquaintance until now 
— seeing how the ‘other two- 


thirds lives — was very shocking. 


For most of us, I suspect, poverty 
now has a face, 


The majority of us experienced 
“cultural shock” in varying de- 
gree, I have already mentioned 
a few examples of things that 
struck me rather forcibly. Many 
of these are things which I shall 
probably never “like”, yet the 
difference in me at end of our 6 
weeks was that I had learned to 
accept many of them. I think it 
was the deep respect which I 
gained for some of the Pakistanis, 
as ‘individuals, that facilitated 
this process, As well, the simple 
fact of continued exposure to 
different foods, and different 
manners had its effect. And then 
there is the other side of the 
coin; for the poverty which I have 
just mentioned also began to 
become somewhat more “accept- 
able” towards the summer’s end. 
I remember how appalled I was 
when I first took a bicycle rick- 
shaw in East Pakistan, at seeing : 
the muscles on the driver’s thin 
little ‘legs grow. taut, and the 
beads of sweat forming on his 
Brow, as he struggled at the pe- 

als. . 


| have mentioned the differen- 


ces between the two halves of 
Pakistan, with the . nationalism, 


cultural homogeneity, dense po- 
pulation, greater poverty, lan- 
guage difference and desire for 
greater provincial autonomy 
which characterize the Eastern 
wing. One cannot fall to see the 
similarities between this situa- 
tion and the Canadian one. This 
had the effect on me of setting 
the problem of biculturalism in 
a much broader perspective, and 
proved to be one of the most ex- 
citing facets of an exciting sum

“A film like that can have 


nothing but a detrimental effect 


on the. students”, he concluded. 

The Silhouette in an: editorial 
said that “the President’s cancell- 
ation was prompted by a simple 
and sensible’ consideration of the 
existant law in this province. Any 
film of 16 mm. or more. shown 
in Ontario is subject to the ap- 
proval of the Ontario Board of 
Censors, 

“Though very few films are 
viewed by the Board,” the edi- 
torial continued, “attention can 
be brought by trouble makers to 
a showing and prosecution for 
pornography can follow, 

“(The Bitter Ash’ is in the 
eyes of many pornographic”, it 
said, “and the Administration is 
therefore wise in avoiding un- 
pleasant and wasteful involve- 
ment over this film until some
